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CURRENT TRENDS 
Week Ending 4 May 1946 


The admission rate for All Causes this week stands at 643, which is essentially unchanged from last 
week's 648 and the rete of 649 experienced during the same period last year. While the overall rate is 
steady, there are apvreciable fluctuations in the various districts. The 9th District shows a 10 per 
cent increase from last week's rate of 798 to 878, which is the highest rate reported by any district 
for the current period. Increases of 11 per cent and 12 per cent were experienced in the River Com- 
mands and the 12th District, but despite the increases, the rates are still below the average, The 
greatest improvement is reported by the 7th District, with a 17 per cent drop from 405 to 337, which is 
the lowest rate of the week. The 4th and 13th Districts also experienced appreciable improvement in 
admission rates, F 


The rate for Respiratory Diseases shows very slight improvement over last weac's report. ‘The 

rate for the current period is 134.6, as compared to 136 last week end 202 a year ago. The highest rate 
occurs in the 9th District, where the current rate of 266.2 represents an increase of 9 per cent over 

the previous week, The lowest rate was experienced in the 7th District, with only 36.0, Helf of the 
districts showed increases ranging up to 34 per cent of the rate of last week, while the other half showed 
decreases up to 42 per cent. The total fluctuations maintained the overell rate at the same level as last 
week, As no district has recently shown an upward trend which continued for more than two weeks, and as 
the overall trend has been downward, the morbidity picture for Respiratory Diseases is seen to be favor- 
able as compared with last year. 


INFLUENZA AND CATARRHAL FEVER, ACUTE, These diseases show a slight increase in admission rate to | 
66.2 from 65,1 last week, These figures are only half of the rate, 134.3, which prevailed during the 
corresponding period last year. The 9th District hae the highest rate, 122.5, which is increased by 28 
per cent over the rate experienced there last week, while the 7th District, with a rate of only 19.4, is 
lower than any other district. The lst District showed the largest proportionate improvement, as the rate 
there dropped from 86.7 to 25.7. 


PNEUMONIA--BRONCHO AND LOBAR, There was further decline in admission rate for these diseases from 
1.9 last week to 1.3. The rate a year ago was 3.9. Only half of the districts reported any incidence of 
there diseases. The highest rate was again incurred in the 5th Di strict, where it now stands at 4.4, 


PNEUMONIA, ATYPICAL, After last week's brief reversal of the downward trend in the admission rate 
for this disease, the rate is again 0.7, compared with 2.6 last week and 2.0 a year ago. Only three 
districts report any incidence this week, with the llth District being highest at 2.7. 


TONSILLITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE. These diseases have shown no significant change. The rate for 
the current week is 66,4 as compared with 66.5 last week and 63.0 during the corresponding period last 
year. The most favorable rate occurred in the 7th District where a 46 per cent fall brought the rate to 
16.6, The highest rate is found in the 9th District, where it stands at 140.2, 


SCARLET FEVER, There is a continuation of the steady decline in the admission rate for this dis- 
ease. The current rate of 6.5 ie 10 per cent lower than that of last week, and well under last year's 
rate of 14, The major incidence continues to be in the 5th, 9th and llth Districts, There were increases 
this week in the 9th and llth Districts, and a decrease in the 5th District, 


MEASLES, The rate for this disease remains at the level established a month ago. This week's rate is 
9.2, compared to 9.4 of last week and 3.0 last year. The llth District continues to show the highest rate, 
despite the 25 per cent improvement manifested by the reduction of the rate to 29.0 from the figure of 38.9 
reported last wea.
